Ann Arbor Protest 
Brings 182 Arrests 


Most Are 
Students 
From U-M 


Welfare Mothers 
Demand More Aid 


ANN ARBOR (AP) — About 


182 demonstrators, 
most 
of 


them University of Michigan 
students, were arrested Friday 
after continuing a demonstra- 
tion in support of demands by 
area welfare mothers for more 
money. 


The protestors were charged 


with trespassing in the Washte- 
naw 
County Building. They 


were arraigned in Ann Arbor 
Municipal Court and were re- 
leased under $50 bonds to ap- 
pear for court hearings next 
Tuesday. 


Washtcnaw 
County 
Sheriff 


Douglas J. Harvey had warned 
the group to leave the County 
Building by 5:30 p.m. or face 
arrest. 
ARREST ORDERLY 


Ann Arbor police and county 


deputies in fatigues blocked off 
the downtown area to traffic, 
and then arrests began. 


Removal of the demonstrators 


into waiting buses was orderly, 
although at one point several 
demonstrators 
collided 
in a 


group after being hustled from 
the building faster than they 
could squeeze into the buses. 


County 
officials 
failed 
to 


break a deadlock in talks with 
welfare mothers who rejected 
a new offer. The county sug- 
gested a maximum of $60 for 
school clothes for each of the 
1,200 school-age children in the 
county who qualify for aid to 
dependent children, 


Mrs. Shirley Haywood, a lead- 


er of the women's group, re- 
fused to ask students to with- 
draw their demonstration sup- 
port. Mrs. Haywood, chairman 
of the Ypsilanti chapter of the 
National Welfare Rights organi- 
zation said the group wanted 
payments to be based on need 
without 
an 
individaul 
max- 


mum. 


Mrs. Haywood said she would 


ask Gov. Romney to intervene. 


Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley said 


on Thursday that inadequate 
school clothing entitled ADC 
children to an emergency al- 
lowance under the Michigan So- 
cial Services Appropriation Act. 


Observers said the vicinity of 


the county building turned into 
a military staging £rea before 
Washtenaw 
County 
Sheriff's 


deputies started making the ar- 
rests. 


Sheriff's deputies from 
the 


counties 
of Wayne, Monroe, 


Oakland, Jackson and Living- 
ston were on hand, in addition 
to about 100 State Police kept 
outside the city. A detachment 
of the Oakland County Tactical 
Mobile Unit, dressed in light 
blue fatigues with visored hel- 
mets and accompanied by 10 
police dogs, was used to hold 
back a crowd that varied from 
several thousand to about 500 
persons at different times.

Anglers Defy 
20-Foot Seas 
At Frankfort 


FRANKFORT (AP) 
— Two 


persons were presumed drown- 
ed in 20-foot seas in Lake Mich- 
igan Friday after gale-force wind 
threatened the lives of scores 
of Coho salmon 
fishermen. 


Vernon Watley, 36, of Chica- 


go, was washed overboard from 
a cruiser on which he was rid- 
ing with three other persons 
near Ludington, officials said. 


The Coast Guard said it spot- 


ted an overturned boat 
near 


Frankfort off the northwestern 
Lower Michigan coast. Later, a 
Coast Guard 
spokesman said, 


officials were notified the fish- 
erman using the boat had not 
returned from his trip into the 
turbulent lake. 


The occupant of the boat was 


not immediately identified by 
the Coast Guard. 


Several other boats were re- 


ported to have capsized under 
the force of winds gusting to 40 
knots. Three persons swam to 
the beach near Frankfort, af- 
ter their open boat cracked in 
two and swamped, 
the Coast 


Guard said. 


Two Coast Guard helicopters 


equipped with bull horns and a 
State Conservation Department 
official flew over the lake to 
warn the fishermen. 


The Coast Guard also put two 


rough-water boats into the war- 
ning effort, towing one disabled 
fishing 
craft 
to refuge 
and 


alerting others. 
WARNINGS IGNORED 


But the Coast Guard said a 


number of fishermen 
ignored 


pleas to head for shore. 


"There's always a few that 


want to catch the fish regard- 
less " a Coast Guard spokes- 
man said. 


Last year, seven 
fishermen 


drowned when a storm caught 
hundreds of Coho salmon fish- 
ermen on the lake. 


The lure o£ the Coho has caus- 


ed a fishing and tourist boom 
along the northwestern Michigan 
coast. 


Small craft warnings 
were 


posted when many of the fish- 
ermen headed into the lake Fri- 
day, the Coast Guard said. 


At the time, waves were five 


feet high, "and that's even too 
much," the spokesman said.

lier in the week, resulting in 
suspension of the white boy. 


The fight attracted a crowd of 


about 250 onlookers and officials 
said it led to false rumors that 
the large crowd of white stu- 
dents had beat about a dozen 
Negroes. 


About five per cent of the 


school's enrollment is Negro.

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Saigon Braces 
For Enemy's 
New Onslaught 


SAIGON (AP) — Seven ter- 


rorist attacks in Saigon within 
24 hours raised fears today that 
the enemy command is begin- 
ning a new wave of terrorism. 


American servicemen 
were 


advised to stay off the streets 
during the night and to carry 
their weapons with them at all 
times. But U.S. officers said 
they did not foresee an immi- 
nent attack on Saigon. 


Police said the terrorists were 


trying to frighten their victims 
into turning against the South 
Vietnamese government. 


Intelligence reports have said 


that a terror campaign would be 
a prelude to and a key part of 
any major attack on Saigon, 
which presumably remains the 
ultimate goal of any third offen- 
sive by the enemy. 
BOMB SCHOOL YARD 


In the most serious of the new 


incidents, a bomb exploded in 
an unoccupied office in Cholon, 
the Chinese section of Saigon, 
injuring 
a woman and two 


schoolchildren in a schoolyard 
next door. 
' Damage to the building wa5 
light. 
The office belonged to the As- 


sociation of Chinese Regional 
Administrative Groups, a group 
of Vietnamese civic leaders of 
Chinese origin which backs and 
is supported by the government. 


The office is often used for 


meetings 
of 
civil 
defense 


groups. 


The bombing took place only 


three blocks from a government 
information office and two other 
buildings that were wrecked by 
an explosion Friday night that 
killed nine persons and wounded 
55. The dead included four chil- 
dren. All the victims were Viet- 
namese. 


Also on Friday night, a Viet- 


namese ward chief was shot and 
critically wounded in the dock 
area of Saigon by a woman 
about 20, police said. She es- 
caped.

Carson said in a statement 


Friday: "My contract with NBC 
says that my show will begin at 
11:30 p.m. and end at 1 a.m. 


"Any changes are subject ft 


mutual agreement and they are 
supposed to notify me of any 
proposed changes. But just this 
week I found out that somebody 
at NBC sold a football game for 
Monday night and they want me 
to cut down on my show. I won't 
do the show any night any more 
unless it starts at 11:30." 


NBC declined comment on 


Carson's statement. 


Carson usually tapes his show 


from 6:30 p.m. to 8 o'clock. For 
Monday's show, the network 
asked him to tape the 90 min- 
utes and said it would use as 
much as it could. But Carson 
declined. 


The A m e r i c a n 
Football 


League telecast, between the 
Houston Oilers and the Kansas 
City Chiefs, will start at 9 p.m. 
EDT. The game is expected to 
run between 2% and 3 hours and 
will be followed by a half-hour 
of news. This means Carson's 
show could be delayed by as 
much as an hour.

Syphilis is and has always 


been one of the great scourges 
of mankind. There have been 
long periods where this disease 
has been kept to a minimum by 
intensive health campaigns by 
public 
educators and health 


officials. 


With the advent of the discov- 


ery of penicillin, it was hoped 
that this was the answer to one 
of the great threats to man's 
health. In a measure, it was 
and still is an effective weapon 
against this disease. 


U n fortunately, 
carelessness 


and s e x 
promiscuity 
have 


reached such a high peak that, 
at the present time, venereal 
disease is almost in epidemic 
form all over the world. The 
hopeful possibility that a pro- 
tective vaccine against syphilis 
is on the horizon is indeed of 
great significance.

germs and antibiotics have all 
contributed 
to keeping these 


patients alive long enough for 
the

energetic survival 


techniques. 


Dr. Charles L. Fox, of Colu- 


mbia University's College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, has. 
with his colleagues, created a 
new drug which seems to have 
great 
advantage 
over 
those 


previously in use. Dr. Fox has 
taken two standard drugs, sil- 
ver nitrate and one of the sulfa 
compounds, and combined them 
so that now the advantages of 
both become evident in fighting 
infection after burns. 


The drug has been used in a 


fairly large number of patients 
in Vietnam and in a similar 
group of patients in the United 
States. 
The 
combined 
study 


seems to show that the growth 
of very dangerous germs has 
definitely been prevented, des- 
pite rather unsanitary condi- 
tions at the battlefront. 


When the 
drug 
has 
been 


extensively 
used, it will be 


given out for general consump- 
tion to the civilian population.

Should I 
have waited longer for a mar- 
ket decline before buying the 
funds? 
Some of my 
friends 


think so. My own feeling is that 
no one knows and that the time 
to buy mutual funds is when I 
have the money. 


A. 
—You bring up a basic 


question: the value of advisory 
services. I have no hard and 
fast opinion on them and really 
have no sound basis for such an 
opinion becasue, I realize, I get 
mostly complaints about them. 
The satisfied subscriber rarely 
writes to me and then only to 
ask for corroboration. 


But I must admit that I've 


never understood the "all or 
nothing" approach which some 
of these services have advocatd 
at various times: 100 per cent 
in cash, 100 per cent invested, 
or 75-25, or what have you. For 
example: what does "100 per 
cent invested" mean? Invested 
in what? The Dow-Jones aver- 
ages? Utilities? 
stocks. 


C o m p u t e r 


Any investor who has been in 


the market more than 6 months 
knows that certain stocks have 
gone up in price while the D-J 
averages have fallen 5 per cent, 
and viceversa.
